Milk is pastuerized not over the temperature of 


.40 degrees F.. holding at that temperature 20 min- 
utes, then cooling again. This destroys any tuber- 
cle bacilli or steptococci from the cow, or typhoid 
bacilli contributed by dirty handlers, or other di- 
ease germs accidentally contaminating the milk 
before it reaches the consumer

Carl H. Milam of the American Li 
brary Association, who has Just fin 
ished a national.survey of the situa 
tion on his organization's behalf. 


He finds: 
That only 11,000,000 
of our

000,000 population are registered book 
borrowers, that few 
who do 
bor 


row take full advantage of their op 
portunitics, that most libraries 
fall 


short of accomplishing 
what 
thej 


might, that the best equipped do not 
give a maximum of service, and that 
14 states are without traveling 
li- 


brary systems to reach 
rural 
dis- 


tricts. 


Milam attributes these conditions 


to public failure to 
realize 
what 


libraries can do in promoting: pop- 
ular, and especially adult, education 
and to insufficient awards to attract 
recruits into the library field. 


"In 1S7C," says Milam, "there were 


in tho country approximately 36S2 li- 
braries, with a total of some 12,000,- 
000 volumes. 
Today there are 9200 


libraries, not counting those in com 
munities of less than 1000, and 
a 


dozen of the larger 
ones 
possess 


more books than all of them put to- 
gether 50 years ago. 


"What the library situation needs 


is the backing 
of an 
enthusiastic 


citizenry, educated to appreciate the 
uplifting 
influence 
of 
books easily 


obtained at no cost to the borrowers." 


Milam's survey included 
the rev- 


elation that non-fiction; arrd business 
books are much more in demand to- 
day than those of imagination and 
romance.

practicable, economical solution of this 
years-old controversy, which has flamed 
anew in agitation as futile'as it is mis- 
informed, and is spreading through- 
out the Great Lakes region. 


The solution offered, and urged upon 
Congress to accept, will restore the 
Great Lakes; to their pristine fullness 
as great mil! pond reservoirs and 
keep them restored, through all the 
years to come. 


That they shall be completely re- 


stored is, we believe, the desire of 
all, including the radicals' pressing 
agitation against the Sanitary Dis- 
trict. The only apparent split attends

"How shall it be ac- 
On the one hand is a 


destructive 
criticism, 
no 
solution, 


waste of public funds, disaster— be- 
cause agitators refuse to look sanely, 
at the 
engineering facts. 
On the 


other hand is the Sanitary District 
with the engineering facts and the 
solution of the problem. 


To understand the situation that 


now confronts Chicago, it is neces- 
sary to turn the light on the present 
background of misrepresentations and 
their consequences. 


In sequence the problem resolves 


itself into these major divisions: 


1. The dangers involved and the 


agitation that brought them, about; 


2. The real facts about the rela- 


tionship be.twcon the diversion of water 
at Chicago for sewage purposes and 
the levels of the lakes; 


3. 
The proposal to restore those 


levels, that is, the solution of this 
controversy. 


THE DANGER 


Prostration of Chicago, one of the 


world's greatest markets, a great met- 
ropolitan center, is seriously threat- 
ened by a misguided attack that radi- 
cals from surrounding states have in- 
stituted against the Chicago Sanitary 
District, the public agency created by 
Illinois, statute to keep physical Clii- 
cago clean and healthy. 


Tho health of the city's 3,000,000 


people and that of thickly populated 
environs, the wealth of the Chicago 
market, the prosperity of industry and 
commerce radiating throughout the 
world, in fact tho entire welfare of 
tho capital of the Middle West, arc 
endangered by a program that, even 
partially successful, would make ours 
an unclean city, turn our intracity 
water areas into cesspools and crush 
Chicago. 


Wisconsin 
office 
holders 
arc the 


chief offenders. They have seized on 
the lowering of the lake levels from 
natural causes as the lever for their 
campaign. There have been sporadic 
campaigns in the past, but none that 
could compare with tho present in ex- 
tent and viciousness. The present cam- 
paign, foisted oil tho public of sur- 
rounding states as a fight for the peo- 
p!o, is a campaign to cripple Cliicago 
by reducing far beyond the safety 
point the amount of water taken here 
for the disposal of our , sewage and 
that of ouu neighbors. 


We are at a loss to comprehend its 


rpp.l origin. We know only that radi- 
cals have thrown truth to the winds 
and arc beating their cymbals up and 
down the lakes, crying that Chicago 
Is draining the lakes, destroying har- 
bois, knocking shipping into a cocked 
hat, stealing water for' power purpos- 
es. 


"Chicago, tho Great Water Thief," 


agitators are crying. "We must work 
fast or Chicago will steal the lakes." 
Tie agitation dragged public offi- 


cials into the foreground, but per- 
haps not all needed dragging. 
And

Somehow, saving their own taxpayers 
considerable money and increasing the 
value of the 'lakes didn't seem to strike 
the responsive chord we expected. 


The attorneys general ignored our 


offer of engineering' facts, the crux 
of the situation. They issued state- 
ments after two Vlays of talking:, put- 
ting their states on record. Micliigan 
joined with Wisconsin. Wisconsin lias 
a suit before the United States Su- 
preme Court to enjoin the Sanitary 
District from taking half our present 
water. 


Minnesota seemed to think Wiscon- 


sin's cause a good one, but did not say 
whether they would, enlist. 
Indiana 


remained comparatively neutral. 


They went home then, taking their 


publicity agents with them. The Wis- 
consin representative felt so elated 
over his success with his comrades- 
in-law that he decided to call another 
conference. 
He is leaving for the 
East to visit the attorneys general 
of Xew York, Pennsylvania and Ohio 
and ask them to sit in at a seven- 
handed session to be held in Cleve- 
land. This is all bunk. The scheme 
is to recruit' enemies of Chicago. A 
formidable array of legal talent is 
sought, and the weight of their con- 
stituency, to join in AVisconsin's suit 
against a city upon which the com- 
plaining states depend for much of 
their wealth in commerce and indus- 
try. 
Tlie Facts About the Sanitary District 
What are the facts, the truths they 


could have proven for themselves had 
they desired to proceed in behalf of 
the public welfare? 


Upwards of a third of a century 


ago Chicago was a city subject to 
frequent epidemics, an unhealthy city, 
In its arms a stinking muck heap 
known as the Chicago river. AVe 
were discharging- our sewage then into 
the river and the lake. The river 
flowed into the lake when not com- 
pletely inert. Lake Michigan wore a 
black necklace of scum or undisposed 
of sewage. 


To protect its undermined health, 


Chicago rose in arms and the State 
created the Sanitary District by leg- 
islative act in 1SS9. The State said, 
"AVe hereby create a public corpora- 
tion to handle the sanitary require- 
ments of Chicago and its environs." 


In the ensuing- ton years the Dis- 


trict built the Drainage Canal, con- 
necting the Chicago River at Robey 
Street with the Desplaines and Illi- 
nois rivers. Sewers discharging into 
the lake were pointed to the River and 
the Drainage Canal. Our lake shore 
from the far north to the far south 
was cleansed of effluent or sewage pol- 
lution. Chicago brightened up at once, 
smelled the air and found it whole- 
some. The city began to thrive. The 
Government looked on, fondly bone- 
ficient. 


When wo began to take wafer, the 


level of Lake- Michigan rose. As the 
city grew, wo increased the amount 
we were taking. Tlie lake rose still 
higher. 
The lakes have been rising 


and falling for years and still are— 
from natural causes. 


When we opened the Drainage Can- 


al the Chicago River, which is a part 
o" the drainage system, had a depth 
of but 17 feet. 
Consequently, what

Canal, it is unquestionable that cer- 
tain articles of the treaty authorize 
the diversion. Francis C. Shc-nehon. 
Hydraulic Engineer and Lake Level 
Ei-pert, asks if it is reasonable to be- 
lieve that "the formulators, Secretary 
of State Elihu Root and Ambassador 
James Bryce, knowingly neglected to 
safeguard the public interest of the 
people of Illinois while "carefully 
safeguarding the private corporations 
of the Stare of Xew York and o£ the 
Province of Ontario." 
He does not 
think so. 


By the express provisions of the 
treaty with Canada and by the terms 
of the Illinois statute, we are entitled 
to 10,003 cubic feet per second. 


The 
AVar Department limitation, 


made twenty 
years 
ago to guard 


against an excessive current in the 
river which we. immediately obviated 
w::h the Department's sanction by 
widening and deepening the river, calls 
for a smaller flow tWan we are now 
taking, which is, roughtly 9,000 cubic 
feet 
per 
second. 
Notwithstanding 


the fact that we removed the cause 
of the Government's limitation, and 
did so under their express authoriza- 
tion, the District is called an out- 
law by agitators who refuse to speak 
of the diversion as other than unlaw- 
ful. 


If we were suddenly throttled to 


4,167 
cubic feet per second, as Wis- 


consin says we 'Should be, -Chicago's 
sewage would be back in the lake as 
it was twenty-five years ago. The city 
would slirivel. Chicago became a pros- 
perous city and a great metropolis 
and grew apace because of proper 
sewage disposal. 
Our growth made 
a corresponding growth in surround- 
ing markets, which must use Chicago 
as the outlet for their agricultural 
products, their goods and merchandise. 


Chicago could not, would not, stand 


for a stagnant sewage channel in the 
arms of the city. Yet that is what 
we would have if the radicals fighting 
the Sa-nitary District had their way. 


In the light of what has gone be- 


fore, in the light of uncontested di- 
version for many years, in the light 
of Chicago's needs, the Sanitary Dis- 
trict can not and does not believe 
that objectors have just cause for corn- 
plaint. We believe the AVar Depart- 
ment lacks jurisdiction and so contend- 
ed when a friendly suit was long ago 
started in the federal courts to en- 
join us, a suit still undecided. 


Col. 
J. G. AVarren of the United 


States corps of engineers undertook 
an exhaustive inquiry and submitted 
a report in 1921. He recommended, 
among other things: 


That the Sanitary District of Chi- 


cago be permitted to divert from Lake 
Michigan and its tributaries a total 
quantity of water not exceeding at 
any time a flow of 10,000 cubic feet 
per second. 


We are now taking— less than that 


and will guarantee not to take more. 


In the treaty between tho United 
States and Canada it is provided that 
the taking of water for domestic and 
.sanitary purpose shall have prece- 
dence in tho use of water. Our water 
is taken for domestic and sanitary pur- 
poses. 


"Water diverted here serves the pur- 


poses of the treaty by acting as a 
vehicle for the disposal of sewage 
and by making practicable a navig- 
able waterway leading toward the 
Gulf of Mexico. 


The Chicago River and, the Drain- 


age Canal constitute an ..integral part 
of the proposed lakes-to-the-gulf wat- 
erway, to advance which the State 
of Illinois is spending $20,000,000 in 
tho construction of locks at Marseilles 
and Starved Rock. 
The Waterway 


is designated to improve lake com- 
merce and will aid states complain- 
ing about the Drainage Canal antf j 
others that are not. 


began taking water. Because "C that 
fact the AVar Department limited the 
permit we had then calling for 10,000 
cubic feet per 
second, not 
because 


there was any objection to more water 
being taken, or because of any effect 
on tho levels of Lake Michigan, but 
solely because of the excessive current 
which made navigation difficult. The 
AVar Department- ruled that the cur- 
rent must be throttled to 1U miles 
per hour. 


AA 
re overcame all objections by widen- 


ing the channel of the river to Its 
present depth, thus making it navig- 
able. AVo removed obstructions in the 
river channel and straightened the 
river. In all we spent ?13,000,000 in 
these improvements, which were of 
considerable benefit to the interests 
of surrounding stntes. 


The AVar Department not only ac- 


quiesced in the program of doepening 
the channel and improving the river, 
but expressly authorized the improve- 
ment knowing its purpose, and that 
was the taking of more and needed 
water. But for some reason tho War 
Department never removed the limita- 
(ion even though the cause had been 
eliminated. 


Hence this controversy today. 


Authority To Take AVater 


There came into existence the In-

composed of Canadians and members

As it is now, the surplus is not

rith compensat- 


ing or regulating works the levels of 
all the lakes can be raised to a point 
higher than they were before the 
Drainage Canal at Chicago took any 
water from Lake Michigan. Harbors 
that 'complainants contend have been 
injured, although not by the Sanitary 
District but .from the nat'iral lower- 
ing of the lakes, would be restored 
everyone benefited. 


The Square Deal 
What more can anyone ask? We 


even say we will put up the money 
and we have tlie money ready, ?2,- 
500,000. and more IE more is needed. 
"Wouldn't it be the common sense 
thing for surrounding states to join 
with the Sanitary District in asking 
Congress to authorize the restoration, 
instead of making a political football 
of the problem? 


The restoration of the lake levels 


can be accomplished in a brief In- 
terval. If litigation continues, if the 
states go on fighting, the fight wilt 
continue for years, and at its con- 
clusion, providing there ever is a. con- 
clusion. nothing will have been ac- 
complished for the good of the Great 
Lakes States. 


These lakes of ours are continual- 


ly rising and falling, feeding as they 
do solely on the precipitation in the 
Great Lakes watershed, an area three 
times larger than the area of the lakes 
themselves. 
Sometimes the levels are 
up, sometimes down. They have been 
down for several years.. There have 
been numerous successive mild winters 
and none of the usual ice jams in the 
St. Ciair River to hold water back 
in the reservoirs. As the lakes have 
lowered from natural causes, the mis- 
informed agitation has grown in vol- 
ume for citizens have said, not under- 
standing what had happened, 
"See 


how low the lakes are. That's because 
they're taking all that water over in 
Cliicago. Guess they want it for pow- 
er." 


Wo do make power, that's true. 


AVe produce electricity and sell it to 
light Chicago's streets, 
boulevards 


and parks at cost. We've saved the 
city and parks millions of dollars and 
the country great quantities of coal. 
But we only use waste water. We 
don't take a tumblerful that we don't ' 
require for sewage purposes.

ve actually need more than we are 


taking, but we are supplementing sew- 
age disposal by dilution with artificial 
treatment plants.

AVhat hag been the effect of divert-1

perts have testified the effect has been 
to lower the level of the lakes about 
four inches. Just that, and nothing 
more. 


Before the 
Drainage 
Canal was 


built tho only outlet from Lakes Mich- 
igan and Huron was tho St. Clair 
River, then having an outflow of 11.- 
000,000 cubi,c feet per minute. Water 
taken at Chicago was gradually in- 
creased until 500,000 cubic feet per 
minute was being taken. In twenty 
years this slightly lowered the lake 
levels. 
Finally there came a time 


some three years ago, when tho tak- 
ing of walcr here was without any 
effect on the lake levels, for the out- 
flow from St. Clair River had dimin- 
ished to 10,500,000 cubic feet per min- 
uto and we were getting part of the 
outflow the St. Clair River had had 
before tho Drainage Canal was placed 
in operation.

in tho slightest. 
If we were to 


submitted a joint report on tho diver- 
sion of water through the Chicago 
Drainage Cannl. They said, to quote 
their- own words: 
"The 
diversion of large 
bodies 


of water from Lake Michigan for 
supplying the Drainage Canal has 
not been authorized by Congress, 
but there appears to be a tacit gen- 
eral agreement that no objection 
will be ninety to the diversion of 10,- 
000 cubic fe"t per second, as origin- 
ally planned." 
Tho Illinois statute under which we 


are operating had said we would re- 
quire 1,000 cubic feet per second for 
each 300,000 population, or 10,000 cubic 
feot per second for a city of 3,000,000. 


Later tho Boundary Waters Treaty 


between the United Stntes and Can- 
ada was written, in 1909, and rati- 
fied May 5, 1910. The American and 
Canadian sections of the Internation- 
al Commission considered the diver- 
sion of 10,000 cubic feet at Chicago 
ns n. just diversion and it was con- 
sidered in the formulation of the trea- 
ty.
